EDITORIAL COMMENT 


ON THE BURIAL OF A HATCHET 


*T* HE JOURXAL is free to confess its pleas- 


* 
lire at the resumption of cordial relations 


between Reno, Tonopah and Goklfield. So far as 
the temporary estrangement is concerned, there 
was much to be said on both sides. The quarrel, 
like most mistakes, arose through mistaken ideas. 
These notions have been dispelled, and the chief 
conimercitl city of Xevada is once again hand in 
hand with the two great mining camps, laboring 
for the common good. 


Disunion among the communities of a com- 


monwealth is as disastrous almost as disunion in 
a family. Ill-feeling and opposition on the part 
of three towns towards each other was bound to 
do serious harm to all of them, and not only to 
them individually, but to Xevada as a state. At 
this crucial period in the history of our common- 
wealth, when she is undergoing what might be 
termed a new birth, it is necessan that our unit- 
ed efforts be exerted to sustain her strength and 


advance her progress, instead of wasting her 
waxing vigor in fruitless bickerings and internal 
dissensions. It is not the good of Reno, Tonopah 
or Goklfield separately or even collective!). that 
should entirch concern us; it is as well the pro- 
gress and prosperity of Xevada as a whole. For 
whatever helps Xevada helps us all. 


In concluding these remarks it would be un- 


just to withhold a meed of praise from Mrs. M. 
M. Garwood, the able editor 
of 
Progressive 


\Yest, to whose efforts, diplomatic and journal- 
istic, the present satisfactory state of affairs is 
r.o largely due. Xot only did she point out in a 
recent issue of Progressive West in words of un- 
answerable logic the futility of the previous dis- 
sensions and the necessity for a change, but she 
devoted her personal efforts during a visit to the 
southern country to a resumption of reciprocity 
between the three tcmns. She is to be congratu- 
lated upon the absolute success of her labors. 


WHY REBATES 


WERE GIVEN 


KOREAS'S FINISH 


IS IN SIGHT 


T T is noted that a number of the country news- 
• 
papers 
which have not taken the trouble to 


inform themselves of the real reason why the 
railroads of the country in the past gave rebates 
to large shippers, do not believe that the pro- 
ceedings against the Chicago beef packers will 
result in breaking up the rebate system, as ap- 
plied to this industry. In the first place, the 
charges against the packers related to transac- 
tions which took place a long time ago. The gov- 
ernment has no proof that any rebates have been 
given by the railroads for many months past. 
In the second place, the railroad companies, more 
than any one else, are heartily desirous of having 
the practice of secret rebates entirely broken up, 
and are pleased to sec the law enforcd on thi-. 
subject. So far as they can they will lend the gov- 
ernment full assistance in preventing a revival 
of the practice. The heavy fines levied against 
the Chicago packers le< sen the probability of the 
railroads being held up in this manner in the 
future. 


The fundamental misconception on the part 


of 'these small newspapers i^ of the relation 
which the railroad companies themselves bore 
to the rebate system. The railroads did not give 
rebates because of their large liking for the pack- 
ing houses, impelling them to make presents of 
money belonging to the railroad stockholders 
to the beef trust; but becau.se they were held up. 
Every rebate paid by a railroad coir pan \ to a 
large shipper was blackmail. It v,as either give 
the rebate or see the business go to competitixe 
roads. The railroads, even prior to the passage 
of the laws forbidding the giving of rebates, 
made ineffectual attemps to break up the rebat- 
ing s\ stein, but either the statute law or 
the 


treachery of some of the mads ah\a>s pre\ enter'. 
The pooling s\stcm, now forbidden by law, \\a^ 
aimed at the secret rebate. The strong competi- 
tion between the railroads was never so much 
for the business of the small shippers as for that 
of the great shippers. The small shippers fared 
alike, no matter what road got their business. The 
big shippers would pl;u one competitive road 
pgainst another and route the bulk of their busi- 
ness to the road which would, by rebates, make 
the largest reduction from the published rates. 
If other roads got any share of the business, it 
was by meeting the terms thu- made. Congress 
forbade railroad pooling. Then there was an at- 
tempt to -preient rebate through various devices 
of "gentlemen's agreements" and the like, none 
of which proved effectual, because some railroad 
was sure, soon or late, to succumb to the tempta- 
tion to get a large volume of business by pacing 
the bkickm.v'l demanded b> those w ho controlled 
the business.

tern will work no injury to the railroads. Quite 
the contrarv.

Korea, although the latter does not appear to feel 
that it i« need of any services of that kind. 


The Mikado has exercised a protecting influ- 


ence over the Emperor of Korea for a long time 
past, but the iclationship is to be even drawn still 
closer, and Japan now intends to take over her 
neighbor's foreign polic\. 


It is proposed that Korea shall recall all her 


ministers abroad, and the representatives of for- 
eign powers at Seoul shall be sent home so as to 
give the Tokio government absolute control of 
the outside relations of Korea. 


This, of course, would compel Korea to com- 


municate with other nations through Japan, and 
by this means the Japanese could prevent the 
Korean government fVom making any treaties 
or agreements with foreign powers that were not 
acceptable to the .Mikado. 


If this step is taken it will simply mean tho 


beginning of the end of Korea as a separate 
kingdom, and the lines will be gradually tight- 
ened until it becomes a Japanese state in name as 
well r.s in fact.

.-red, comicted and heavily fined for demanding 
blackmailing rebates and with the knowledge that 
the railroads will not seek to shelter criminals of 
this t\pe 111 the future, the big shipper is alto- 
gether likely to abandon his attempts to evade tin- 
laws and to secure an unfair advantage over his 
smaller competitors. He will be the more likely 
to do this, as he knows that conviction carries 
with it the possibility, of a sentence of imprison- 
nviH: and he has a very good reason to believe 
that the man who violates the law in the future 
i> IK f apt to escape mereh with a heavy fine, as 
did those recently o evicted.—Seattle Post-Intcl-
